Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  Relating  to 
I’RiVATE  Bills. 


Rule  76. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bills, 

properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  Avithin 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  NortU  America  Act, 
1867,” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a RailvA'ay,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slidie,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry ; the  luicorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  co'mmunit.y.  or  for  making  any 
amendiin'ent  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — 
shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying 'the  nature  and  object  of  the  applicaition  and, 
where  the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  work,

Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
sa'ine  has  been  reported'  on  by  the  'Committee  on 
S'band'ing  Orders,  or  'after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  I’rivate 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said 'the  ,pro.moters  of  'any  Ihiv'ate  Bill  which  is 
presonte<l  after  the  time  h'ereiu.before  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  ease  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  pereon 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House,  together  icith  copies  of  the  notiees 
published.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affi- 
davit or  declamtion  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Olerk 
of  'the  House.  'At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  apiilioanl  shall  also  pay  to  the  Olerk  of  the 
Hou.se  the  sum  Of  three  hundred  dollars.

Council  dated  the  first  of  October,  1909,  Mr.  J.  C. 
Maclure  was  permittetl  to  purchase  at  the  rate  of 
,$1  an  acre  the  south-east  quarter  of  iSection  30, 
Township  19,  east  of  the  Coast  Meridian,  for  brick 
manufacturing  purposes,  subject  to  the  condition, 
however,  that  within  three  years  from  the  date  upon 
which  the  sale  was  authorized  a plant,  having  a 
capacity  of  5.000  bricks  per  week,  should  be  erected 
on  the  property,  and  should  have  abtually  produced 
not  less  than  300,000  bricks. 

The  Minister  states  that  evidence  has  been  filed 
in  the  Department  of  the  Interior  to  show  that  a 
plant  having  a capacity  of  20,000  bricks  per  day 
has  been  erected  in  connection  with  this  sale ; that 
over  1,000,000  bricks  have  been  manufactured  by 
such  plant ; that  it  was  found  impossible,  however,
